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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant contends that for claims 1,13, and 19 
the elements 14 and 26 of the Kuslich reference do not qualify as plates because according to Applicant's definition, plates must have a 
flat surface. The flat surface of element 26 is shown in Figure 1 of the Kuslich reference. Applicant further contends that 14 and 26 are 
not "adapted for complete insertion within the intervertebral space." Element 14 goes through the intervertebral space in Figure 1, and 
the phrase "adapted for" is considered fucntional language. In order to be given patentable weight, a functional recitations must be 
supported by recitation in the claim of sufficient structure to warrant the presence of the functional language. In re Fuller, 1929 CD. 172; 
388 O.G. 279. The other dependent claims are still rejected for the reasons stated in the previous Office Action. 
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
